The occasion was extremelv forrrtal.
The visitors were received In the blue
room by the President, who was flanked
by his uniformed aides. Ambassador
Da Gama recited to tho President the
efforts of the mediators to successfully
adjust tho differences with Mexico and.
congratulated him on the fact that war
had been averted.

Congratulates Mediators.
The President, In turn, congratulated

the mediators on their success and ex-

pressed the hope that the unfinished
work, that of creating a stable govern-
ment, representative of the various fac-
tions in Mexico, which tan be recox-nize- d

under the protocol, will be car-
ried through to successful conclusion.

On behalf of the United States, the
President expressed his thanks to the
mediators and stated that he was cer-
tain that, as a result of the negotia-
tions, the friendship "and cordial rela-
tionship between the United States and
"Its i elghbors on the south" has been
'immeasurably strengthened."

On leavine the White House, the
mediators proceeded to the State De-

partment, w'here they Joolt up wltK Mr
So an the Internal situation In Mexico
and discussed the ways o,nd means for
getting the representatives of the fac-
tions toe-eth- to arrange peace terms
tot. nrovlde for a orovlslonal govern-
ment.

The mediators are. none too confident
that f"arranza will make ' any conces-
sion whatever to the present Mexico
Citv covernment. TMey fear that his
Dast stubbornness will be reflected in
the negotiations now in progress. At
least one or the mediators. It la known,
has wanted for weeks to wash his hands
of the entire matter, feeling that Car-ran- za

has not treated himself and as-
sociates with the proper respect. How-
ever, he has been kept in line by his col-
leagues, and thev hae Insisted that,
until Carranza absolutely rejects their
unofficial efforts to brine the factions
together thev cannot make any public
statement about the matter.

Wilson Bids Mexican
Rebels Avoid Feud

Despite the reports from Mexico that
the entire constitutionalist army Is be-

ing masked to take Mexico City by as-

sault. If necessary Administration lead-
ers continued confident today that this
would not happen. They base their
hopes on the statements made by Fran-
cisco Calderon to the President that
"Carranza Is anxious to end the war
without unnecessary bloodshed.1' Cal-

deron Is going direct to Monterey to
Join Carranza. and expects on hie arri-
val there to be named to confer with
representathes of Acting President Car-baj- al

Senator Stone
said, "although urged bv a note to
each that important matters would be
ud for consideration today." The point,
of no auornm was made In the com-
mittee, and. therefore, so business
could be transacted.

Stone Against Hearing.
"I see no reason." Senator Stone said,

"for turning the Foreign Relations
Committee into a town hall proceedings,
if Roosevelt has anything new to say
on this situation, that ought to be
known the President or the Secretary
of State or the Senate, let him com-
municate these facts to them in writ-
ing. On this, of course. I am speakins
for myself alone, as there has been no
action by the committee, but per-
sonally I see no mor rason for Roose-
velt coming before us. What happened
eleven or twelve yars ago is not of such
great moment In the present considera-
tion of the traty with Colombia.
Whether she was right or wrong at the
time. Colomb'a was evidently a loser
and a pretty heavy loser. She lost
Panama. Including the Panama railroad,
which returned her a revenue of RsO.Qpt)

a year. As a result of this loss there
has been hard feeling between Colombia
and the United States ever since.

"Now regardless of the details of the
Panama revolution the question Is
whether it would not be the good
thing to settle our differences with
Colombia, and on this question I do
not feel that Roosevelt's testimony or
opinion or any details would throw
any light. Everything: that ha would
probably say has been said many-times-

But If he has anything really
new let him express It as I have sug
arested." -
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
